•  The  school  year  of  2000-2001  brought  in  some  interesting 
changes  to  our  world.  From  the  entertainment  world,  to  politics  and 
sports,  movies  and  even  on  our  own  campus,  times  were  changing 
faster  than  most  could  keep  up.  Every  year  the  media  gets  stronger 
and  the  controversy  gets  bigger,  and  how  can  you  mention  contro- 
versy without  mentioning  Eminem?  His  violent,  antihomosexual 
lyrics  and  brutal  satire  not  only  made  the  masses  repulsed  and  fear- 
stricken,  but  anxious  for  a  follow  up  album.
